In  its  annual  December  meeting  in  Jackson  last  week, 
the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board  adopted  an  all- 
time  high  State  Mission  Budget  of  $2.'ki,680;  re-elected  all 
department  heads  and  associates;  set  January  24,  1954  as 
American  Bible  Society  Day,  and  increased  the  contribu¬ 
tion  to  the  United  Dry*. 

The  Board  took  action  requesting  all  institutions  of 
the  Convention  to  furnish  audits  in  as  full  detail  as  pos¬ 
sible  and  voted  "that  we  request  particularly  the  Baptist 
Orphanage  and  the  Baptist  Hospital  to  furnish  more  de¬ 
tailed  audit  reports  than  has  been  customary  in  the  past." 

It  was  voted  to  require  the  United  Dry»  to  submit  as  audit  aad 
the  proposed  budget  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  "Upon  re¬ 
ceipt  of  which  the  Executive  Committee  will  at  their  discretion  re¬ 
lease  funds  allocated  to  them.”

Mrs.  K rents  Gilfoy  is  retiring 
as  superintendent  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptist  Hospital  after 
25  years  of  service  to  the  institu¬ 
tion.  She  submitted  her  resigna¬ 
tion  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
hospital  at  its  recent  meeting,  to 
take  effect  upon  the  selection  of 
her  successor. 

Mrs.  Gilfoy  is  retiring  because 
of  ill  health,  following  seven  years 
as  head  bookkeeper  and  IS  years 
as  superintendent  of  the  hospital. 
She  came  to  Jackson  from  Houston 
where  she  was  one  of  the  top 
women  bank  officials  of  Northeast 
Mississippi. 

Her  administration  of  the  hospi¬ 
tal  has  been  marked  by  a  series 
of  expansions  and  steady  progress 
of  the  institution.  The  hospital  has 
grown  from  87  beds  lo  350  beds, 
its  staff  of  nurses  from  50  to  180. 
and  seven  different  building  pro¬ 
grams  have  been  inaugurated  un¬ 
der  her  tenure  aa  superintendent. 
Plans  for  a  medical  arts  building 
to  be  operated  in  connection  with 
the  hosoital  have  recently  been  an¬ 
nounced. 

The  hospital  la  a  $2  000. 000 
operation  in  point  of  annual  in¬ 
come  and  outgo.  Over  $200,000  in 
charity  work  alone  was  done  by 
the  hospital  the  past  year,  exceed¬ 
ing  the  volume  of  most  of  the  char¬ 
ity  hospitals  of  the  state. 

Mrs.  Gilfoy  received  the  com¬ 
mendation  of  members  of  the 
board,  headed  by  D.  C.  Simmons 
of  Jackson,  for  her  efficient  serv¬ 
ice  in  building  and  operating  the 
modern  hospital  that  serve*  the 
state  today.  Her  resignation  was 
accepted  with  regret  by  the  trus¬ 
tees.

Good  Board  Meeting 

Mississippi  Baptists  owe  a  debt 
of  gratitude  to  the  75  men  wlio 
serve  as  members  of  the  Baptist 
Convention  Board. 

They  serve,  without  pay,  faith¬ 
fully  and  sacrificially.  B  requires 
at  least  three  days  and  a  good  part 
of  two  nights  for  the  regular  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Board.  And  flow  with 
an  added  meeting  it  will  mean  al¬ 
most  a  week  of  each  member’s 
time  that  will  be  required  during 
the  year. 

It  is  amasing  the  amount  of 
work  they  are  able  to  do  in  two 
days  and  a  night. 

They  grapple  with  serious  and 
difficult  problems,  hear  many  re¬ 
quests  and  make  many  important 
and  far  reaching  decisions. 

Those  who  have  never  sefved 
on  the  Convention  Board  do  not 
realise  its  importance  nor  do  they 
realty  know  what  a  hard  as  well 
as  important  job  it  is. 

The  recent  Board  meeting  was 
very  harmonious  as  well  as  con¬ 
structive.  In  most  cases  the  few 
differences  were  concerning  the 
methods  and  concerning  objec¬ 
tives. 

To  the  Board  members  it  is  a 
labor  of  love  and  unselfish  ser¬ 
vice. 

From  many  sources  we  have 
heard  expressions  of  appreciation 
of  the  faithful  work  of  our  Board 
members.

COOP  PROGRAM  GIFTS 
UP  $5,000  OVER  1953 

After  the  members  bed  over¬ 
subscribed  their  1964  budget  by 
more  than  *10,000,  Tirst,  Grenada, 
voted  last  Wednesday  night  two 
highly  significant  actions:  that  a 
i  trained  and  experienced  man  be 
'  secured  as  Educational  Director 
and  that  the  already  increased  Co¬ 
operative  program  gifts  for  1964  be 
increased  an  additional  *2,333. 
making  a  total  budget  s i  *72,000 
tor  the  year. 

Although  the  church  is  in  a  *200,- 
000  building  program  the  gifts  to 
Cooperative  Program  have  not 
been  decreased,  rather  the  1964 
gifts  will  be  *6.000  higher  than  in 
1963.  With  a  present  capacity  of 
only  626  in  present  quarters  for 
Sunday  School,  attendance  is  regu¬ 
larly  averaging  between  «30  and 
700.  A  net  enrollment  increase  of 
79  has  been  gained  since  October 
1  toward  a  goal  of  374  in  ’64.  Train¬ 
ing  Union  attendances  are  aver¬ 
aging  higher  than  record  attend- 
‘  ances  of  a  year  ago. 

I  The  new  building  program  will 
provide  for  1325,  adequate  offices 
and  library,  and  a  separate  church 
,  music  department.  The  incoming 
|  educational  director  will  find  total¬ 
ly  adequate  facilities  for  a  con¬ 
tinuing  advanced  program.  The  en¬ 
tire  facilities  (new  and  old)  will  be 
air  conditioned.

We  saw  a  funeral  procession  getting  in  shape  our  last  day  in 
Hong  Kong.  A  small  bonfire  was  in  front  to  clear  the  evil  spirits 
away.  We  see  people  going  into  temples  and  dropping  the  bone 
m<*>n-shaped  “atones”  repeatedly,  hoping  they  will  fall  right  so 
the  gods  will  answer  their  prayers.  We  saw  one  thin  woman  all 
cleaned  up  with  fresh  white  clothing  she  must  hava  carried  said 
put  on  when  she  got  to  the  temple  because  it  was  so  clean  and 
unwrinkled.  She  knelt,  burned  incense,  and  rang  a  bell  over  and 
over  again  aa  she  chanted  the  “Amida  Buddha.”  So  serious,  so  intent, 
over  and  over  and  over  in  pitiful  repetition,  paying  for  more  in¬ 
cense,  paying  to  ring  the  bell.

P.  Conducting  a  Reviewing  Council 

After  the  boy  haa  passed  re¬ 
quirements  of  each  rank  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  counselor  one 
section  at  a  time,  he  comes  before 
the  Reviewing  Council.  The  council 
meets  when  several  boys  are  rea¬ 
dy  to  be  examined.  It  Is  not  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  council  to  ask  every 
boy  to  repeat  everything.  Ita  Job  ia 
te  see  how  well  the  boys  know 
and  understand  as  a  whole  the 
work  passed.  Ask  different  boys 
different  questions  on  the  require¬ 
ment*.  but  be  sure  each  boy  knows 
ad  the  requirements  for  hi*  par¬ 
ticular  rank. 

The  meetings  of  the  Reviewing 
Council  are  pe resided  over  by  the 
vice  chairman  In  charge  of  the 
Reviewing  Council  The  boys  seek¬ 
ing  advancement  in  ranks  are 
called  up  in  groups  according  to 
rank.  With  the  vice  chairman  lead¬ 
ing  out  and  any  member  of  the 
council  at  liberty  to  ask  question*, 
the  Royal  "Ambassadors  are  ex¬ 
amined  on  the  rank  for  which 
they  have  been  approved  by  their 
counselor.
